INTRODUCTION. 

It is a aniversally acknowledged fact, tliat the acquirement of a 
knowledge of the art of reading, according to the common (or Roman- 
ic) manner of spelling, is a very difficult task. Years are spent in 
learning the mere mechanical ai-t of reading. The cause of this diffi- 
culty is, that the letters have no fixed power or sound. Thus the letter 
a has a different sound in each of the following words: hating, fathei, 
water, many, hat, want, riband ; and the sound which is represented by 
the letter a in hate, is represented by at in pain, ae in aerie, ao in gaol, 
au in gauge, ay in play, ea in great, e*e ne'er, ei in veil, e in there, ey 
in they, &c. This is but one illustration of the entire want of system, 
(in regard to the powers of letters) which prevails in the common method 
of spelling. The result of this absurd and lawless manner of spelling 
is, that no one can tell the spelling of a word from hearing it pronoun- 
ced, or its sound from seeing the manner in which it is spelled ; thus 
every word in the language must be learned separately, and consequently, 
learning to read is very laborious both to teacher and pupil, and still 
woi'se, a slow process, and injurious in its effect on the mind of the child. 

The remedy for this evil is a phonetic alphabet, that is, one in which 
each letter has one sound, which it invariably represents. By the Pho- 
netic method of spelling — as has been proved by actual experiments — 
that which is so difficult by the Romanic method, becomes easy and 
pleasant, and is the work of a few weeks instead of years. "With respect 
to the application of a phonetic alphabet to the English language, Dr. 
Franklin, than whom it would be difficult to find a moie common 
sense, practical man, has said, ^'sooner or later it must be done." 

The phonetic alphabet used in the present work, (which is the first of 
a series of reading books for teaching the art of reading phonetically,) is 
the joint invention of Isaac Pitman and Alexander John, Ellis, B. A., of 
England, and was brought to its present state of perfection as a practi- 
cal, working alphabet in 1847. The leading principle on which it was 
constructed was, that it should differ as little from the common alpha- 
bet as was consistent with a due regard to its phonetic character; thus 
making the transition from the one to the other as easy as possible. And 
in actual use it has been found that any one who has learned the one, 
can«Qnderstand the other with very little difficulty, and that the shortest 
way to learn to read romanically it to learn \o read phonetically first. 
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This alphabet consists of loi-ty letters, whicli are derived in the follow 
ing manner. 

The letters of the romanic alphabet (after rejecting k, q, and x) are 
prcseiTcd in their most usual significations. Thus the fifteen consonants : 

bdfhjimnprtvwyz 

are always to be pronounced as they are now usually pronounced at the 
beginning of words ; and the three consonants 

c g s 

as at the beginning of

The mark ( ' ) is placed before /, m and n when they make syllables of 
themselves, as in lit'l, spaz'm, op*n,for little, spasm, open. 

In using this book, the teacher should be provided with tablets, or 
moveable letters, formed by pasting letters of a large size on wood or 
pasteboard. By means of these tablets, the pupils are taught the forms 
and powers of the letters. The names of the letters are not to be taught, 
but only the sounds or powers. The teacher should be particular to 
have his pupils learn one letter well before proceeding to another. Let 
him first take the letter e, and pointing to it tell them whenever they see 
that mark they are to say 8 j after getting each pupil to pronounce it 
distinctly, he may tik them to tell him some word which has the sound 
8 in it. If they cannot do this, let him pronounce a few words such as 
se, he, prolonging the sound of the e. They will then probably be able to 
tell him other words. In like manner let him proceed with the other 
long vowels, s, q, 9, o, ia, and the diphthongs, f, j>, ar, v, which being 
clear open sounds, will be readily imitated by the pupils on being pro- 
nounced by the teacher. Thme should be thoroughly learned before 
proceeding farther. 



The teacher ahoiild now exhibit the tablet *, making a hissing noise, 
(!^ach as is heard in the \rord us when the sound of the s is prolonged,) 
and iuform the pupils that that crooked letter represents that hissing 
sound, and then require them to give the true 9 hin, not letting it de- 
generate into the sound z, ThiB is ih& power of 8, Then he can place 
the tablet s after it on the board, but at a little distance at first, and 
let them pronounce s £, prououncing each letter distinctly with a slight 
pause between them, then with a less pause, gradually biinging the letters 
together, thus : 9 — €, s-e, s-e, se, until the pause vanishes, and the pu- 
pils say ss. Then the s may be combined with the other long vowels as 
sa, 36, sOy si, &,c. 

Next the letter m may bo exhibited, explaining to them that it repre- 
K^euts a humming sound m*, and making a hum with the mouth closed 
as it is in am. Then it may be combined with the' letter e in the same 
manner as s was. Let other words be formed by combining it with the 
letters already learned. The same course should be pursued with the 
letters n and t, and throughout the book, teaching each new letter first 
by the tablet, and then repeating the lesson in the book. The power of 
n id a humming sound sent through the nose, the mouth not being shut, 
and the fore part of the tongue resting against the upper gums. The 
power of i may be shown by commencing to say te, and then stopping 
suddenly without sounding the e. The short vowels next occur, viz: — 
i, e, a, OyUfU. Place these letters on the board at a distance from 
each other, and introduce i successively after each; making the words it, 
et, at, ot, ut, uty which the class will pronounce after the teacher. Do 
the same with m, n, s. The remaining letters are to be taught in a 
similar manner to those already explained, the teacher being careful, in 
his illustrations with the tablets, to use no word containing a letter the 
power of which has not already been explained. 

On page sixteen some combinations of the consonants are introduced. 
These are to be taught in the same way as the single consonants, giving 
the power of the combination, not the names of the letters* 

On page forty the different stojM and marks are introduced. They 
are not intended to be read, but are placed there that the teacher may ex- 
plain them to his pupils before they are introduced in the reading lessons.
